The  Mission  Presidency  has  just  completed  a 
tour  of  the  Mission.  What  a  wonderful  blessing 
this  has  been  to  us,  enjoying  the  rich  outpouring 
of  the  Spirit  of  our  Heavenly  Father  as  we  have 
gone  into  the  homes,  attended  meetings  in  Halls 
and  Chapels  with  the  members,  non-members  and 
the  Elders  of  the  Most  High. 

Our  desire  is  that  we  have  left  with  them  the 
strengthening  power  of  the  Lord  ivhich  will  en- 
able each  one  to  more  fully  accept  and  perform 
His  full  duty,  as  followers  of  the  meek  and 
lowly  Nazarene. 

In  visiting  in  many  of  the  homes  of  members 
and  non-members  we  have  been  concerned  with 
the  sorrow),  distress  and  suffering  we  have  ob- 
served because  of  broken  homes  and  the  lack  of 
unity,  harmony  and  love.  Our  hopes,  efforts 
and  desires  are  to  improve  these  conditions  by 
welding  the  family  together  more  solidly  in  the 
perfect  bond  of  love,  that  peace  and  joy  may 
ever  abide  in  their  homes. 

The  Master  said,  "A  house  divided  against  it- 
self cannot  stand."  Neither  can  families,  without 
unity. 

Some  of  our  very  faithful  young  people  marry 
outside  of  the  Church.  If  their  companions  are 
members  of  some  other  church  or  do  profess 
any  faith,  it  has  a  tendancy  to  weaken  or  to  keep 
them  from  their  part  and  especially  when  children 
come  to  them. 

The  Lord  has  requested  and  commanded  us  to 
do  certain  things.  How  hard  it  is  for  us  to 
comply  with  these  requests  and  commands  if 
there  is  division  and  lack  of  unity  in  the 
Home  —  one  wanting  to  go  this  way,  and  the 
other  wanting  to  go  another  way.  What  an  un- 
fair thing  to  the  children  who  should  be  counseled 
and  advised  in  the  permanent,  eternal  and  lasting 
things.  It  is  difficult  for  them  to  judge  if  the 
home  is  unstable  and  full  of  discord. 

The  Lord  has  commanded  us  to  meet  together 
often,  "on  His  holy  Day,"  that  we  might  more 
fully  keep  ourselves  unspotted  from  the  sins  of 
the  world.  He  asked,  that  we  call  our  family 
around  us  night  and  morning  and  pray  with  them. 


President  Heber  J .  Grant,  one  of  the  Prophets 
of  the  Lord  in  this  day,  declared:  "I  am  con- 
vinced that  one  of  the  greatest  and  one  of  the 
best  things  in  all  the  world  to  keep  a  man  true 
and  faithful  in  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  is  to  supplicate  God  secretly  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  for  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit. 
I  am  convinced  that  one  of  the  greatest  things 
that  can  come  into  any  home  to  cause  the  boys 
and  girls  in  that  home  to  grow  up  in  a  love  of 
God,  and  in  a  love  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  is  to  have  family  prayer.  It  is  not  for 
the  father  of  the  family  alone  to  pray,  but  for  the 
mother  and  for  her  children  to  do  so  also,  that 
they  may  partake  of  the  spirit  of  prayer,  and 
and  be  in  harmony,  be  in  tune,  to  have-  the 
radio,  so  to  speak,  in  communication  with  tht 
Spirit  of  the  Lord.  I  believe  that  there  are  very 
feit)  who  go  astray,  that  very  few  lose  their 
faith,  who  have  once  had  a  knowledge  of  the 
gospel,  and  who  never  neglect  their  prayers  in 
their  families,  and  their  supplications  to  God." 

The  Word  and  the  Law  of  God  are  as  important 
for  women  who  would  reach  wise  conclusions  as 
they  are  for  men.  Women  should  study  and 
consider  the  problems  of  the  great  latter-day 
work  from  the  stand  point  of  God's  revelations 
and  as  they  may  be  actuated  by  His  Spirit. 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith  said  on  several 
occassions  that  he  would  rather  take  his  children 
one  by  one  to  the  grave  in  their  innocence  and 
purity,  knowing  that  they  would  come  forth 
to  inherit  the  fulness  of  Celestial  Glory,  than  to 
have  them  marry  outside  of  the  Church.  He 
knew  what  awaited  those  who  were  "unequally 
yoked  together." 

There  are  so  many  other  matters  and  responsi- 
bilities that  come  to  us  in  our  homes  that  we 
should  be  particularly  careful  in  selecting  and 
choosing  our  life  and  eternal  companions.  This 
will  be  one  of  the  most  important  choices  we- 
ever  have,  to  make.  We  should  so  live  that  we 
are  able  and  assisted  in  doing  the  things  our 
Heavenly  Father  commands  us  to  do,  so  that  we- 
are  not  hindered  or  kept  from  fulfilling  our  com-

During  the  last  two  months,  the  Saints 
throughout  South  Africa  have  been  impressed 
by  the  appearance  of  an  amazing  80  year 
old  Scotchman,  who  set  the  pace  for  two 
comparatively  young  Americans  on  a  5,000 
mile  tour  of  the  country.  A  familiar  and 
venerated  figure  at  "Cumorah",  Brother 
Thomas  Wilson  accompanied  Presidents 
Evan  P.  Wright  and  Edgar  R.  Yarn  as  they 
travelled  from  city  to  city  holding  district 
and  branch  conferences. 

Many  of  the  Saints  met  lovable  President 
Yarn  for  the  first  time  as  he  made  his  first 
complete  visit  to  all  of  the  branches  in  the 
mission.  He  delighted  speaking  audiences 
with  his  pleasant  southern  drawl  which  sur- 
prised most  of  the  members,  who  are  so 
used  to  hearing  the  familiar  western  twang 
from  the  missionaries. 


As  the  pepole  of  the  mission  gathered  to 
hear  these  three  men  speak,  their  hearts 
were  warmed  by  their  words  of  counsel  and 
advice  and  especially  by  the  stirring  testi- 
monies they  bore. 

Brother  Wilson's  special  assignment  in 
touring  the  mission  was  to  bear  the  beautiful 
and  inspiring  testimony  of  the  gospel  which 
is  so  dear  to  him  and  which  makes  him, 
although  80,  seem  as  yet  a  young  and 
spirited  man.  When  asked  how  he  does 
it,  the  reply  is  always  the  same  —  "It's 
Mormon  ism!  " 

Leaving  Cape  Town  on  September  16th, 
the  President  drove  his  car  at  his  accustomed 
high  speed  while  Brother  Wilson  fiercefy 
clutched  the  strap  at  the  back  seat  with  grim 
determination.  He  ventured  no  complaint  at 
the  President's  fast  driving,  but  insisted 
that  he  was  flying  too  low.     Nevertheless, 
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the  party  reached  Port  Elizabeth  safely 
where  they  were  heartily  welcomed  by  the 
Saints  and  Elders.  Elder  Dredge  accom- 
panied the  President  to  Port  Elizabeth  where 
he  was  installed  as  Branch  President.  On 
Sunday,  September  18th,  three  exceptionally 
well  attended  meetings  were  held  where 
many  investigators  as  well  as  members  were 
impressed  by  the  beautiful  spirit  present. 
Visiting  the  Port  Elizabeth  Branch  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gordon  from  Cape  Town  who  are 
well  known  at  "Cumorah"  as  well  as  Elders 
Bradshaw  and  Margetts  who  were  enroute  to 
Cape  Town  to  sail  for  the  United  States. 

Unfortunately,  President  Wright  fought  a 
bad  cough  almost  throughout  the  period  of 
his  travels,  and  as  he  sojourned  in  East 
London  his  condition  reached  a  low  ebb. 
As  a  result,  conference-goers  in  East  Londen 
heard  little  from  the  President,  but  were 
amply  filled  with  the  messages  delivered  by 
President  Yarn  and  Brother  Wilson.  All 
were  well  received  by  the  East  London 
Branch  and  were  pleased  to  see  many  in- 
vestigators attend  the  meetings. 

When  the  Presidents  and  Brother  Wilson 
left  East  London  they  were  accompanied 
by  Elders  Robinson  and  Wilding,  as  far  as 
Queenstown,  where  they  renewed  contact 
with  members  resident  there.  Other  stops 
on  the  road  to  Durban  were  made  at  Mol- 
teno,  Basutoland,  Eliott,  and  Margate.  Of 
great  interest,  especially  to  Brother  Wilson, 
was  the  visit  made  to  Basutoland  where 
Brother  and  Sister  Norman  Halse  so  warmly 
welcomed  them.  The  Halses  were  most 
grateful  for  the  cottage  meeting  held  in  their 
home  because  they've  never  enjoyed  the 
opportunity  of  attending  a  regular  service. 

Word  got  around  that  Brother  Wilson 
placed  his  dignity  in  jeopardy  by  donning 
a  blanket  and  dancing  with  the  Basuto 
Natives  while  the  President  recorded  it  all 
on  film.  He,  however,  stotuly  refused  to 
remove  his  "chapeau"  which  preserved  his 
bearing  and  marked  him  as  the  well  dressed 
genteman  of  distinction. 

The  members  in  Eliott  were  visited  by  the 
travelling  three,  and  the  following  day  Bro- 
ther and  Sister  Taylor,   who  have  been  so 


valiant  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  heartily 
welcomed  them  to  Margate.  In  the  home  of 
Brother  Taylor's  parents  another  humble  and 
inspiring  cottage  meeting  ensued,  and  those 
present  felt  blessed  of  the  Lord. 

The  President  of  the  Natal  District,  Elder 
Workman,  accompanied  by  Elders  Boede 
and  Chambers  met  the  Presidents  and  Bro- 
ther Wilson  in  Margate  and  all  travelled  to- 
gether to  Durban.  They  first  attended  a 
grand  variety  concert  on  the  1st  of  October 
in  which  the  Elders  played  a  big  part  and 
consequently  swelled  the  Durban  Branch 
Building  Fund. 

The  visitors  appreciated  the  hospitality 
of  the  Durban  Saints  and  the  Saints  were 
thrilled  with  the  three  conference  meetings 
where  the  speakers  delivered  inspired  words 
to  large  crowds. 

Elders  Workman  and  Boede  travelled  with 
the  President's  party  as  far  as  Pieter- 
maritzburg  where  they  all  attended  another 
cottage  meeting.  In  Standerton,  the  last 
stop  before  Johannesburg,  President  Yarn 
and  Brother  Wilson  were  introduced  to  Sister 
Lewis  who  has  always  greeted  our  visitors 
so  heartily. 

A  busy  schedule  of  activities  awaited  the 
President  and  party  as  they  arrived  in  Jo- 
hannesburg and  prepared  to  visit  the 
branches  on  the  Rand.  The  day  after  their 
arrival,  branch  conferences  were  conducted 
at  both  Krugersdorp  and  Springs.  Elders 
Evans  and  Olson,  the  District  President  and 
Clerk,  visited  all  the  branches  with  the 
President. 

Ramah  was  the  scene  of  a  day  of  power- 
fully spiritual  meetings  on  October  16th 
which,  because  of  the  wonderful  spirit  and 
packed  conditions,  were  not  unlike  general 
conference  meetings  in  the  Tabernacle,  Salt 
Lake  City.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Transvaal  District  the  entire  Mission 
Presidency  visited  and  spoke  in  conference. 
President  Daniel  A.  Cherrett,  accompanied 
by  Sister  Cherrett,  arrived  in  Johannesburg 
in  time  to  join  President  Wright,  President 
Yarn,  and  Brother  Wilson  for  the  Transvaal 
District  conference.

President  Cherrett  spoke  in  the  morning 
session  while  the  other  three  spoke  in  the 
evening.  All  who  had  crowded  into  Ramah 
that  evening  strained  to  catch  every  word 
as  Brother  Wilson  related  the  story  of  his 
visit  to  Zion  which  was  highligted  bv  his 
wonderful  experience  in  the  Sacred  Grove 
near  Palmyra,  New  York.  Perhaps  the  most 
notable  talk  of  the  day  came  when  Presi- 
dent Wright  spoke  in  a  special  building 
rally  meeting  and  fired  those  present  with 
hope  and  determination  to  succeed  in  their 
building  endeavour. 

Before  their  depature  from  the  Rand, 
President  Wright  and  those  travelling  with 
him  visited  the  rest  of  the  branches  in- 
cluding Vereeninging,  Northwestern,  and 
Pretoria  and  felt  thankful  for  the  excellent 
receptions  they  received  at  each  place.  In 
Pretoria  a  very  large  crowd  of  investigators 
was  present  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  with 
great  power  and  authority. 

On  October  26th  the  familiar  black  DeSoto 
once  again  pointed  its  bonnet  towards  Cape 
Town  with  the  old  Scotchman  still  clinging 
to  the  back  strap  declaring  that  had  he  not 


been  present  on  the  tour,  the  lot  of  the  other 
two  would  have  been  very  dull  indeed  — 
and  it  would,  for  despite  his  80  years,  Bro- 
ther Thomas  Wilson  was  more  than  a  match 
for  the  two  Americans  in  wit,  endurance, 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  gospel. 

May  the  Lord  bless  these  three  grand  men, 
veritably  worthy  and  noble  servants  of  God.

The  120th  General  Church  Conference 
was  as  fine  and  as  thrilling  as  any  I  have 
ever  attended.  The  usual  thousands  came 
from  all  over  the  United  States  and  many 
were  from  outside  the  continental  limits. 
It  was  reported  that  approximately  17,000 
attended  the  last  Conference  session.  Thou- 
sands more  listened  and  viewed,  by  television, 
the  entire  proceedings.  This  was  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Church  that  a 
General  Conference  was  televised  for  the 
general  public  and  I  can  say  from  seeing  it 
that  the  telecast  was  very  fine.  Church 
members  living  in  Provo,  which  is  about  40 
miles  south  of  Temple  Square,  received  the 
telecast  clearly,  so  you  can  see  the  area  that 
was  covered  by  this  modem  means  of 
proselyting  the  Gospel. 

The  South  African  Reunion  was  held 
Saturday  night,  October  1st,  in  the  18th 
Ward  Recreation  Hall.  Approximately  450 
people  made  up  the  crowd  which,  incident- 
ally, is  the  largest  group  ever  to  attend  one 
of  these  reunions.  Elder  Burns  Dunford,  of 
President  Folland's  regime,  and  I  were  in 
charge  of  the  evening's  festivities. 

It  is  always  an  exciting  event  to  renew 
old  acquaintances  and  make  new  friends 
and  while  the  crowd  gathered  everyone  en- 
joyed these  activities.  Mingling  among  the 
crowd  we  saw  many  of  the  familiar  figures 
who  at  one  time  or  another  had  spread  the 
Gospel  in  South  Africa.  President  Badger 
and  wife,  Presidents  and  Sisters  Dalton, 
Backman,  Folland,  Sharp,  Sister  Martin, 
Sister  Smith  and  dozens  of  Elders  who  had 
laboured  under  one  of  these  Presidents  were 
in  attendance. 

Many  of  the  Elders  who  had  served  under 
President  Sharp  were  back  and,  I  might  add, 
were  no  longer  single  such  as  the  Stevenses, 
Herzogs,  Whitings,  Workmans,  Rowlands; 
and  though  they  weren't  in  attendance,  it  is 
now  the  Rozsas,  Jewkeses,  and  Cheneys.

daughter,  Marilyn,  and  Elder  Heaton  an- 
nounced his  engagement.  Recently  re- 
turned Elders  Williams,  Backman,  Sharp. 
Webb  and  Morgan  were  there  enjoying  the 
fun  and  it  was  noticed  that  they  had  their 
eyes  sharply  peeled  for  likely  prospects  of 
a  feminine  nature.  It  was  wonderful  to  have 
Sister  Peggy  Jennings  and  the  Ariel  Smith 
family  in  our  midst.  The  crowd  was 
especially  happ}'  to  meet  President  and 
Sister  Wright's  parents,  the  Wrights  and  the 
Douglasses;  and  there  were  others  too 
numerous  to  mention.

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THE  ATONEMENT  OF  JESUS  CHRIST 


"Surely  He  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  car- 
ried our  sorrows  ...  He  was  wounded  for 
our  transgressions,  He  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities  .  .  .  and  with  His  stripes  we  are 
healed."     (Isaiah  53:  4-5). 

No  one  event  has  been  of  greater  im- 
portance to,  and  of  more  effect  upon  the 
mortal  sphere  than  the  infinite  sacrifice  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  In 
'drinking  of  the  bitter  cup'  and  suffering  His 
blood  to  be  spilled  upon  the  ground,  the 
Messiah  sacrificed  His  precious  life,  which 
sacrifice  is  the  key  to  everlasting  life  and 
man's  ultimate  perfection. 

Long  before  the  foundations  of  the  earth 
were  rolled  into  space,  at  the  great  Council 
in  Heaven,  the  plan  was  accepted  and  the 
covenant  entered  into,  in  which  the  First  Be- 
gotten of  the  Father  was  ordained  to  be  the 
mediator  between  God  and  mortal  man. 
Ancient  scriptures  attest  the  fact  that  the 
prophets  of  old  knew  and  prophesied,  of 
the  solemn  crucifixion  and  its  atoning  in- 
fluences, with  astounding  accuracy.  The 
blood  sacrifice  of  the  altar,  in  the  Mosaic 
Covenant,  was  a  simlitude  of  the  prefigured 
atonement  upon  the  cross.  "And  after  many 
days  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto 
Adam,  saying:  "Why  dost  thou  offer  sacri- 
fices unto  the  Lord?"  And  Adam  said  unto 
him:  "I  know  not,  save  the  Lord  com- 
manded me."

Let  us  consider  the  unspeakable  agony 
and  anguish  of  heart  which  followed  the  be- 
trayal and  trial  to  the  crucifixion.  Here  we 
find  the  'perfect  man'  in  the  finale  of  His 
great  act.  His  hands  and  feet  benumbed 
by  the  huge  spikes  which  bound  Him  firmly 
to  the  cross.  His  forehead  bleeding  from 
the  imprints  of  a  crown  of  thorn.  His  body, 
bruised  and  raw  from  the  lashings  of  a  reed, 
writhing  in  pain;  while  on  either  side  was  a 
dying  thief,  one  of  whom  was  in  the  act  of 
reviling  Him.  Below,  maliciously  delighting 
in  every  finch  of  pain,  stood  the  murderous 
priests  and  elders  of  the  Jews  who  had  come 
to  boast  and  wallow  in  their  atrocious  act; 
to  the  side  His  crucifiers  were  casting  lots 
for  His  robe  in  lustful  mockery.  Afar  off  in 
view  of  the  dreadful  scene  was  His  beloved 
mother  and  dearest  friends,  unable  to  render 
assistance  and  incapable  of  discerning  the 
necessity  of  the  sacrifice.  » 

Unwavering,  in  peace  and  calm,  Christ 
turned  His  head  toward  the  heavens  and 
said,  "Father,  forgive  them;  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do."  Surely  no  man  dare 
deny  the  glorious  truth  that  the  Saviour's 
sacrifice  was  love  inspired.  None  other  than 
a  perfect  love  could  be  manifest  in  the  Lord's 
willingness  to  give  the  precious  gift  of  His 
mortality  as  a  propitiation  for  universal 
transgression. 
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li  we  could  but  grasp  the  infinite  sorrow 
and  remorse  He  must  have  felt  for  His 
people  in  their  wickedness;  the  inexplicable 
humility  of  His  soul  as  He  voluntarily  gave 
His  life  of  Himself  amid  the  scourgings  and 
mockery  of  His  torturers,  who  were  unaware 
that  He  had  power  to  deliver  himself.  Christ 
gave  His  life  freely  and  voluntarily.  As  a 
spark  from  the  fire  of  Deity  He  had  power 
within  Himself  to  lay  down  His  life.  "There- 
fore doth  my  Father  love  me,  because  I  lay 
down  my  life,  that  I  might  take  it  again. 
No  man  taketh  it  from  me  but  I  lay  it , 
down  of  myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it 
down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again." 
(John  10:17-18). 

His  was  not  the  simple  suffering  of  per- 
sonal death  but  the  incomprehensible  suf- 
fering for  the  sins  of  the  world.  He  had 
been  authorised  by  God  to  render  His  life 
as  a  vicarious  sacrifice  to  the  fulfilling  of 
eternal  law.  He  took  upon  Himself  the  sins 
and  sorrows  of  all  men,  whereby  the  agony 
of  His  mind  and  body  as  he  sweat  great 
drops  of  blood  from  every  pore.  He,  a 
perfect  man,  was  required  to  reach  the 
very  depths  of  pain,  humiliation,  and  sor- 
row, in  order  to  reconcile  His  fallen  brethren 
with  the  Supreme  Power  of  Deity. 

So  great  was  the  indescribable  torture  and 
agony  of  Christ,  that  as  He  'gave  up  the 
ghost'  the  realms  of  nature  and  all  space  were 
seemingly  affected.  The  crowds  were 
driven  to  their  homes  as  darkness  covered 
the  land.  Throughout  the  world  great  earth- 
quakes swallowed  up  the  cities  of  iniquity 
and  the  wicked  were  consumed  in  fire  from 
the  heavens.  The  wrath  of  God  caused  the 
earth  to  quake  and  the  rocks  to  tremble  as 
a  sign  that  vengeance  would  be  His,  upon 
all  the  eatth,  unless  the  inhabitants  re- 
pent of  their  abominations  and  evil  ways. 

The  effects  of  the  atonement  were  mainly 
three  fold.  First,  all  mankind  were  re- 
deemed from  the  effects  of  Adam's  fall 
which  had  brought  spiritual  death  and  mor- 
tality upon  mankind.  Had  man  remained 
under  the  effects  of  original  sin  the  slumber 
of  death  would  have  been  everlasting,  vic- 
tory over  the  grave  would  not  have  been 
attained,  and  man's  progression,  perfection, 


and  happiness  would  have  ended  at  death. 
Since  this  condition  came  by  the  act  of  one 
man,  so  also  w:  s  i*  to  be  rismcSied  by  the  act 
of  one  man.  "Therefore  as  by  the  offense  of 
one  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  con- 
demnation; even  so  by  the  righteousness  of 
one  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto 
justification  of  life."  (Romans  5:  18).  "For 
as  in  Adam  all  die  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
all  be  made  alive."  (Cor.  15:22).  The 
atonement  is  a  reconciliation  for  those  who 
have  been  estranged  ...  a  propitiation  for 
broken  law.  Justice  demands  the  payment 
of  the  penalty  for  Adam's  transgression.  The 
atonement  of  Christ  satisfies  the  demands 
of  justice,  whereby  mercy  might  be  put  into 
effect.  Therefore,  mercy  is  not  permitted  to 
rob  justice,  and  justice  retains  its  dignity. 
This  universal  or  general  salvation  requires 
no  effort  on  the  part  of  the  mortal  and  is 
given  freely  through  the  love  and  grace  of 
God.  Here  the  doctrine  of  grace  is  intro- 
duced into  the  gospel  plan. 

Second,  the  Saviour's  humble  sacrifice 
atoned  for  the  personal  sins  of  each  indi- 
vidual .  .  .  the  application  of  which  is  de- 
pendent upon  obedience  to  the  principles 
and  ordinances  of  the  gospel.  This  is  called 
conditional  or  personal  salvation,  requiring 
work  and  effort  in  individual  compliance  to 
eternal  laws. 

Third,  the  atonement  brought  about  the 
promised  resurrection  of  the  dead.  This 
victory  over  the  grave  is  of  universal  appli- 
cation and  extends  to  all  nations,  kindreds, 
and  tongues.  Heathen,  unbeliever,  un- 
baptised  infant,  as  well  as  the  righteous  are 
to  rise  from  the  grave  to  an  everlasting  in- 
heritance in  the  hereafter  ac wording  to  the 
works  of  the  flesh. 

For  all  my  Lord  was  crucified, 
For  all,  for  all,  my  Saviour  dies. 

The  atonement  found  its  completion  in  the 
first  fruits  of  the  resurrection  as  Christ  came 
forth  from  the  sepulchre  on  the  third  day. 
The  blood  sacrifice  of  the  Beloved  Son  was 
consummated;  justice  had  been  satisfied,  and

e    Story    or    a    Book 

or    iviormon

One  day  one  of  my  sons  mentioned  that 
he  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  the  Book 
Mormon  for  his  library.  Since  his  birth- 
day was  approaching  I  decided  to  give  him 
a  copy  as  a  gift,  but  on  second  thought  1 
changed  my  mind  as  I  knew  he  only  wanted 
it  for  show. 

I  mentioned  the  incident  to  Elder  Dean 
Ellsworth,  who  was  labouring  here  at  the 
time,  and  he  told  me  not  to  change  my 
mind.  He  told  me  to  give  my  son  a  copy 
of  that  sacred  scripture  regardless  of  his 
intentions  for  use  of  the  book.  That  settled 
the  matter,  and  in  due  time  my  son  re- 
ceived the  volume. 

When  World  War  II  was  declared,  my  son 
gave  up  his  home  and  joined  the  Armed 
Forces.  His  belongings  were  put  in  storage 
for  the  duration  of  the  War  (approximately 
six  years).  When  he  had  returned  to 
civilian  life  again  and  had  become  settled  in 
his  home,  I  paid  him  a  visit.  During  this 
visit  I  was  admiring  his  library  and  I  men- 
tioned the  fact  that  his  books  did  not  look 
any  the  worse  for  being  packed  away  so 
long.  I  noticed  one  book  which  was  wrap- 
ped in  a  brown  paper  cover  and  asked  him 
why  this  was  so.  "That  mother,"  he  re- 
plied, "is  the  Book  of  Mormon  you  gave 
me.  A  mouse  must  have  entered  the  case 
in  which  this  book  was  packed,  and  most 
strangely,  all  the  other  books  were  un- 
touched, but  the  outer  cover  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  was  completely  destroyed." 

And  so  the  show  value  of  this  volume  was 
gone.  That  little  volume  stands  to-day 
as  an  eye  witness  to  one  that  the  Book  of 
Mormon  is  not  for  show.  It  is  a  volume 
of  latter-day  scripture  which  should  be  read, 
studied,  and  the  principles  it  teaches  should 
be  practised  in  everyday  life.  The  Book 
of  Mormon  is  a  second  witness  to  prove  that 
Jesus  is  The  Christ,  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world.

Measure  flour  and  sift.  Measure  sifted 
flour  and  add  other  dry  ingredients.  Beat 
eggs  until  light;  add  milk,  then  dry  ingre- 
dients, beating  mixture  all  the  while.  Then 
add  melted  fat.  Bake  in  quick  oven,  450- 
500  degrees.
